A Discourse delivered ‘before the Hlistori- 
cal Society of Pennsylvania: 

March 26, 1850.

1846. The city,—it was Nauvoo, Illinois, 
The Mormons were the owners of that city, 
and the smiling country round. And thos:

lenced their hammers, their axes, their shut. 
tles and their workshop wheels; those who 
had put out their fires, who had eaten their 
food, spoiled their orchards, and tramplec 
under foot their thousands of acres of unhar.

ple,—whose drunken riot insulted the ear: 
of their dying.

Happily, it was during this 
period I myself moved with them; and earn- 
ed, at dear price, as some among you are
